The 
new feyy will bring the 
council's contribution for fire 
services to $54,200. — 

“This is another imposi- 
tion on the ratepayer,’’ said 
Cr. Crofts. “Councils al- 
ready contribute one-third of 
the cost of fire services, 
while insurance companies 
pay the other two-thirds. 

“The Municipal Associ- 
ation of Victoria is attempt- 
ing to have this reviewed. 
We should support the As- 
sociation.” 

He moved that the coun- 
cil ask the Premier to re- 
view the fire levy. Council 
will explain the financial 
difficulties municipalities 
are meeting, It will also ask

EDITORIAL 
TEACHERS 


The school council of the Altona 
North Technical School, through its 
principal, Mr. D. Donaldson, has drawn 
attention to the current critical short- 
age of qualified teachers. 

To the extent that the position in 
Altona and the Western Suburbs re- 
flects a national shortage of qualified 
teachers, continued government action 
is necessary, 

The parliamentary representative of 
the Western Suburbs will not.be alone 
in voicing the need for improvement. 
* Much of a positive nature can 
further be done to encourage avail-~ 
able teachers to come to Altona. 

There is the short-term avenue of 
publicity, There are certain disadvant- 
ages due to the lack of a local teachers’ 
training college, a degree of isolation 
and transport difficulties. But - objec- 
tively local schools’have much to offer 
—Spacious grounds, modern buildings 
and equipment and good records of 
Parent interest anid assistance. 

The most desirable solution is more 
difficult and long term. In short — 
if a school has a good name it will 
attract teachers. To build the prestige 
of a school is an ideal which can be 
achieved. To such, however, all must 
contribute — dedicated principal and 
teaching staff, students and ex-students 
and school spirited parents. 

A high peak has been reached ina 
high school in another western suburb, 
Here the principal has for long re- 
ported no teacher problems, all classes 
fully staffed with qualified teachers. 

Because that schoo! is what it is, it 
can attract and hold teachers. The 
closest neighbouring high school has 
every teaching difficulty with an ex- 
treme turnover of teachers. 

Altona secondary schools have many 
essential attributes, especially the Al- 
tona North Technical School with its 
tradition of strong leadership and a 
strong school council. |f it continues as 
it “is, it will ensure the growth of its

The Rev. Caldwell often 
had business in the city, and 
found the, long journey 
through Footscray and North 
Melbourne slow and trying in 
his four-wheeled buggy. 


He was extremely happy 
when the Williamstown Ferry 
started — it meant a shorter 
and much quicker journey. 

“One day. while travelling 
on the Ferry. the Rev. Cald- 
well spoke to Mr. Smith. a 
Scot who came to Australia 
during the 1880's. He said 
what a wonderful time-saver 
the ferry was, and how 
Pleased he was that it oper- 
ated on a Sunday. 

Mr. Smith leaked at the 
minister, a twinkle in his eye, 
and said: “Six days thou 
shalt labor, and one on the 
seventh thou shalt rest. 

“When are you going to 
make an eighth day for me to 
rest, because with the Ferry 
‘operating on Sundays I have 
to work seven days ?” 

Mr. Smith died 37 years 
ago, aged 82. His daughter, 
Mrs. Margaret Maltman, now 
78.years old, lives in Forrest 
Street, Spotswood. Mrs. Malt- 
man was four years old when 
her father was the Ferry fire- 
man. 

When Mr. Smith arrived in 
Australia he went to work on 
the Naval ship, the Cerberus, 
as a fireman. He later worked 
at the Williamstown Dock- 
yard, and at times worked 
on the lighthouse tender ships, 
the Lady Loch and the Albert. 

After a time on the Ferry 
he returned to the Dockyard, 
then worked as a nightwaich- 
man. 

Mr. Smith’s wife was Mary, 
know as Polly Roberts, sis- 
ter of a well known district 
solicitor, Mr. W. H. Roberts, 
and Mr. Charles Roberts, a 
member of the Williamstown 
Water Police. 

The Smiths lived for a time 
in Pasco St., opposite the 
Williamstown Methodist 
Church. 

Mrs. Maltman’s _ brothers 
regularly played tricks on the 
Aborigines who sailed the 
Yarra River in canoes.

“However, as Council is 
aware, other sporting bodies 
also utilise these facilities, 
and the burden of mainten- 
ance is now beyond the 
club's’ capabilities and con- 
trol. 

“The situation has now led 
te a general state of dilapi- 
dation, where its external and 
internal conveniences are in 
a filthy state, as well as the 
shower recesses being dam- 
aged and blocked. 


“The committee feels that 
the necessary restoration 
must be completed immedi- 
ately and requests Council to 
instigate immediate action on 
this problem.” 

Cr. J. Byron méved that 
the matier be referred to the 
Council's Reserves Commit- 
tee, and a copy of the club’s 
letter be sent to the West 
Newport Health and Recrea- 
tion Committee for comment. 


“Damage has been done to 
the building and the commit- 
tee has reason to believe it 
was done by the club,” he 
said. “I believe this is an 
attempt to by-pass the com- 
mittee. . 

“The club may be innocent, 
but this is rightly a matter 
between the club and the 
committee.” : 

Cr. L. Hoffmann’ said nine 
clubs used the reserve.

ing service there once a 
month.

Repatriation 
Writing 
Project: 


The Minister for Repatria- 
tion, Mr. Holten, said re- 
cently that ex-servicemen and 
women, war widows and pati- 
ents of Victoria’s Repatriation 
Hospitals are being offered 
medicine of .a different kind 
— and heing paid to take -it ! 


Under the patronage. of 
Lieutenant Governor Sir Ed- 
mund Herring, the Depart- 
ment has launched its eighth 
Writing Project, with prize 
money to the value of $600. 


Sponsors donating the prize 
money are Ampol, General 
Motors Holden and G. J. 
Coles. Strong support is re- 
ceived also from ex-service 
organisations. 

The project, for this year 
opened on June 1, and entries 
close on August 31. Three 
well-known Victorian journa- 
lists will be judges. 

Experience, both in Ameri- 
ca and in past Repatriation 
Writing Projects, has shown 
writing to be an excellent 
form of occupational therapy, 
especially for long term pati- 
ents. 

Previous entrants have 
been enthusiastic about the 
value of this Writing Project 
to them. Typical is Mrs. P. 
J. Crozier, an incapacitated 
War Widow who states ‘‘Writ- 
ing gets rid of tensions and 
stops me from being lonely.” 

Mr. H. Wilson, of Glenfyne, 
a Totally and Permanently 
Incapacitated soldier of the 
Second World War and a pre- 
vious sectional winner of last 
year’s competition, says, “I 
find writing is a therapy 
which had widened my exist- 
ing interests. Through it I 
have gained new knowledge 
and friends.” 

The entrant may write on 
any topic’he chooses — short 
stories, essays, poetry or 
plays. However, entries 
should be limited to between 
50 to 3,000 words. 3 

Mr. Holten said ‘Writing 
counteracts the boredom and 
necessary inactivity of the 
hospital ward. It is an ex- 
cellent means of self expres- 
sion, of sharing with others— 
ideas, opinions and experi- 
ences, This is why writing is 
considered to be complemen- 
tary fo the general wel)l- 
being of the Repatriation 
patient.” 

The Minister said that any 
further information on the 
project was available from 
the Repatriation Department, 
Kingsway, South Melbuorne:; 
or any Repatriation Institu- 
tion or ex-service organisa- 
tion in Victoria.
